2. Five or six fighters with In-line engine practiced flying 
every day at altitudes of from 1,5¢0 to 2,000 meters. Fel= 
low Pijs, former air force soldiers, designeted the planes 
as Yeke9s. 


3. A formation of 18 to 20 twin-engine aircraft flying in 
flights approached from the east once or twice every week 
at an oltitude.of from 1,500 to 2,000 meters (for arrange- 
ment of nircraft see ynnexy. The planes were believed to 
be ER-4s. ‘hey had two in-line engines, double rudder as~ 
sembly, glazed nose-gun station and tail-gun position and 
Slightly dihedral wings. This formation was attacked by 
nine Yak-9s from the rear and above. The fighters, anproach= 
ing in e fornetion of three flights at an altitude of 2,500 
to 2,800 meters, broke formation just before reaching the 
bomber formation. The individuel fighters then attacked 
the twin-encine aircraft, porticularly those flying on the 
outer sids of the formation, thus pushing them from their 
course «nd ongasing them in conbat, while the remaining fore 
mation proceeded.
